Mr#  Chaiman, 

The  annual  report  for  1957  is  given  herewith# 

The  statistics  are  satisfactory  and  the  progress  of  giving  sanitary 
amenities  to  the  villages  quite  reasonable#  From  its  own  sources* 
with  the  help  of  a  few  subsidiary  sourocs,tho  district  supplies  running 
water  to  all  built-up  villages#  Sewerage  and  the  works  for  sewage  treat¬ 
ment  cannot  be  so  easily  supplied  to  fifty  villages  of  varying  size  and 
shape  as  easily  as  running  water#  This  is  true  whether  considered  from  a 
financial  or  engineering  or  from  a  public  health  point  of  view.  Obviously 
there  should  not  be  a  multiplicity  cf  sewage  treatment  works  and  where 
possible  the  villages  should  be  combined#  Moreover, the  belief  that  the 
state  of  the  River,  into  which  the  sewage  effluents  run,  is  going  to 
benefit  by  a  multiplicity  of  sewage  works,  is  rather  academic#  In  practice 
the  River  is  likely  to  become  more  contaminated  by  organic  matter  and  there 
fore  more  de- oxygenated. 

The  best  policy  for  a  district  such  as  this  is  to  hasten  slowly  with 
its  sewerage  and  the  treatment  of  sewage#

Treatment.-  This  was  revolutionised  by  the  discovery  of  streptomycin  in 
T94T "and  later  by  the  discovery  of  Chemfo-thcrapeutic  substances  called 
by  the  names  of  Isoniuzid  and  Sodium  P.A.S.  A  combination  of  streptomycin 
and  chera'io- therapy  treatment  can  give  a  euro  and  render  sputum  free  from 
Tubercle  Bacilli.  This  sterilisation  of  sputum  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
for  the  eradication  of  the  disease  in  a  coronunity,  surgical  interference  in 
Tuberculosis  is  rapidly  becoming  un-necossary  and  antiquated. 

In  the  period  1947  -  57  the  number  of  Pulmonary  cases  on  the  register 
has  increasod  by  fifty  per  cent  although  in  the  same  period  the  population 
of  tho  district  has  been  almost  stationary.  This  can  bo  attributed  to  the 
Mass  Radiography  Service  finding  out  the  early  and  mildor  cases.  Other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  are  usually  bovine  in  origin  and  the  numbers  on  ^lio 
register  remain  stationary.  In  most  other  districts  the  number  for  the 
same  period  has  very  much  diminished.  Under  the  influence  of  Tuberculin 
testing  of  cows  and  the  sterilisation  of  tho  milk  supply  this  disease  should 
disappear.
